CHINESE COMMISSI X . 

Evidence Is Still Being Taken at Van- 
couver. 

Vancouver, April 20. — (Special.) — Van- 
couver mill men are still engaged in 
giving their evidence before the Orient- 
al commission. If. II. Alexander, vice- 
president of the Ii. O. Timber Mills 
Trading Co. stated yesterday that Ori- 
ental labor was necessary in competitou 
with the .Sound mills. This morning 
Mr. Spicer, of the B. C. Shingle Mill, 
stated that he employed 20 Chinese and 
20 whites. And tile Chinese as puckers 
averaged $2.50 a day, hut this class of 
labor had only been done to a very lim- 
ited extent by whites in British Colum- 
bia, and the Chinese labor was necessary 
in his business. lie thought if Chinese 
wore stopped from coming into the coun- 
try altogether, that his business would 
be affected in time by tlio lack of cheap 
labor. Mr. Hackett, of Robertson & 
Ilackett's sawmill also gave evidence 
this morning. He stated that he employed 
Japanese, but not Chinese; he thought 
the Japanese labor was necessary in his 
business, but he had no use for China- 
men. Evidence was forthcoming to the 
effect that all the shingle mills and saw- 
mills took advantage of cheap Chinese 
labor. 

The people of Vancouver nre not very 
entbusinstie over the proposition to hold 
a Bower show in Vancouver.

CUBAN COMMISSION. 

Sugar Question Is Uppermost in Minds 
of tho Delegates. 

Washington, April 20.— The cabinet 
meeting to-day, the last one before the 
President's departure for the Pacific 
Coast, was occupied almost exclusively 
with tho discussion of the visit of the 
Ouban commission. Secretary Itoot sub- 
mitted rather exhaustively an account 
>f the interviews ho had had with them. 
He told the President and cabinet of 
the objections and some of the misun- 
derstandings regarding it under which 
they seemed to be laboring. Secretary 
Boot will hold another conference with 
tin? commissioners before their departure 
While there are one or two points upon 
which some of the members of the com- 
mission are insistent the general feeling 
of the cabinet is that the result of the 
commission's vis-it cannot but be extreme- 
ly beneficial in removing impressions re- 
garding the purposes of the United 
States. 

It is clear now that the main points 
at issue and under discussion between 
tho Cuban delegation and the Secretary 
of War are intervention as contained 
In the Piatt amendment on sugar. The 
delegates have been assured that inter- 
vention provided for in the Piatt amend- 
ment will be construed by this govern- 
ment in the broadest possible manner, 
and that it is not contemplated that in- 
tervention or any other provision in the 
Piatt amendment shall be used to tlm 
detriment of Cuba, but entirely for her 
good. 

The sugar problem is uppermost in 
the minds of most of the members of 
the delegation and the earnest manner in 
which General Wood has been advocat- 
ing liberal terms toward Cuba in the 
matter of sugar duties has encouraged 
them to believe that the administration 
will at least urge Congress to make 
concessions in the matter of that staple.

Thi' estimates of receipts and expendi- 
ture for the fiscal year ending Juno 30, 
J!)02, ami the. supplementary estimates 
for the balance of this fiscal year were 
presented to the legislature yesterday 
afternoon, and the Finance Minister an- 
nounced that on Monday ho would deliv- 
er his budget speech, which generally fol- 
lows a couple of days after the estimates 
are brought down. The estimates of 
both revenue and expenditure are greater 
than was the case last year. The total 
revenue, it is estimated, will amount to 
$2,140,751.05, as against $.l,757,230.4fl 
last year. This increase is made up 
from all sources, as can be seen by the 
appended statements. It is interesting to 
note the guess the minister has made 
its in the population of the province un- 
der the census now being taken. Under 
the former population of 9S.173 the prov- 
ince received from the Dominion a per 
eapita grant of $78,538.40, while the 
minister places the present population at 
150,000, which would give the province 
a per eapita grant of $120,000, The in- 
creases in the other sources of revenue 
ran be seen by the comparative stale- 
meat.

COAL MINES REGULATIONS. 

Amendments to the Coal Mines Act 
Passed by the Legislature in 
Committee. 

I The net to amend the Coal Mines Re- 
| guhltion Act. with the amendments pro- 
posed by the members from the coal min- 
ing districts, passed through committee 
in the legislature yesterday. The act 
as amended follows: 

"PAJtT IV. 
•'Examination id' Coal Miners. Overmen. 
Fire-Bosses and Shot Lighters. 
"108. In thLs part the following expres- 
sions shall have the following meanings, 
respectively, unless inconsistent with the 
context: 

" 'Cool miner' shall mean a person em- 
ployed underground in any coal mine to 
cut, shear, break or loosen coal from the 
solid, whether by hand or machinery, 
and, after the coming into force of this 
act, possessed of a certificate of com- 
petency as such. 

" 'Shot lighter' shall mean a person em- 
ployed to examine and attend to the 
explosives used in breaking coal, mid, af- 
ter the coming into force of this act, 
possessed of a certificate of competency 
as such. 

"109. No person shall be employed as 
a coal miner, overman, fire-boss or shot 
lighter in any coal mine who is not in 
possession or a certificate of competency 
its such in the form set out in .Schedule 
Three hereto. 

"110.— Such certificates of competency 
shall be granted by a board of live ex- 
aminers, to be constituted at each mini', 
anil such board shall consist of the fol- 
lowing persons: ■

Enterprise Returns— One of Crew 
Dies and She Brings Home 
Remains. 



Water Spout Breaks Not Far 
From Sealer— Two of Crew 
Drowned. 



Thu first schooner of the scaling IU>et 
to return arrived in James Uny yester- 

.• under most unpleasant circumstan- 
ces, her home-coming being u sad end- 
ing to an unsuccessful voyage. 'L'his 
schooner, which has come hack t<> pint 
the lirst of the tleet, and live days before 
the season closes, is the Enterprise, 
Cupt. Gullin. She Mailed in with her 
ilag'at half mast, and with a dead sailor, 
out of resiK'ct ti> whose memory the Uag 
was lowered, lying in her stern boat. 
This unfortunate man, Wiliam Holm- 
berg, a Kussian Finn, who hail spent 
one previous season on the Enterprise, 
before joining her when she sailed from 
here on December III, died on Tuesday, 
when the schooner was off the Vancou- 
ver Island (.'oast, and his death, earn- 
ing as it did to eap a season of adverse 
weather and small catches, had made the 
schooner's company so Blue that to a 
man they wanted to return, and Capt. 
Uullin decided to put his vessel about 
and run to port, The body of tho de- 
ceased boatstecrer was wrapped in blan- 
kets and hoisted into the stern boat, 
which, canopied by a sail, was made the 
sealer's hearse until the vessel reached 
poll and the remains were brought 
ashore. 

The Enterprise had a small catch, 
there being but 187 skins in her hold. 
She reiwrts that the season off the Coast 
has been a bad one. From the time 
she left Victoria gales have been en- 
countered with short breaks, and squally 
weather has prevailed which allowed of 
few good lowering days. .Since leaving 
Drake's bay to work northward on 
April IS, tiie schooner only took live' 
seals, her catch being made in the south, 
^cr best days bake was 31 skins, which 
were brought on board on February 21. 

On Saturday last the Enterprise had 
a close shave of being in the path of a 
large waterspout. Tmc spout was lirst 
seen on the afternoon of Saturday about 
three miles to the leeward, and was bear- 
ing in the direction of the schooner. 
This was while the vessel was in lati- 
tude -17.S north and longtitude 12C.2.15 
west. The sealers got ready their bomb 
gun and prepared to shoot in the direc- 
tion of tho waterspout, in the effort to 
break it before it reached the position 
of the schooner, but the services of the 
gun were not needed, for the spout split 
before reaching the schooner and was 
quite an interesting sight, as the cloud of 
water fell into the Faciiic. 
While at Drake's bay the schooner lost 
two of her hunters, as told before in 
the Colonist. On March 1"> three hum- 
ers were going ashore in Drake's hay, \ 
and with the upsetting of their boat two 
were enveloped in the surf and drown- 
ed They were Leonard Burr, a native 
of Buffalo, and Frank Irvine, who was 
■i resident of Victoria. Both were ship- 
ped here. Herman Hultz, who accom- 
panied them, escaped. This accident oc- 
curred during one of tile many blows of 
March, which month was a very had 
one, and April was not much better, for 
the weather was continually squally 
when it was not blowing a gale, and the 
lowering days were not many. 

None of the schooners were spoken 
after leaving Drake's bay, hut when oft' 
the Cape the schooner spoke some In- 
dians from the schooner Triumph, who 
reported that schooner to have taken 
S3 skins, but this must bo an error, for 
the Triumph had 300 skins when last 
reported, and it is taken by the hunters 
of the Enterprise in view of this, that 
the siwashos meant that the schooner 
had taken 83 skins off the Vancouver 
Island Coast. Some Indinns were spok- 
en from the Hutzie, and they reported 
that schooner to have S5 skins, but like 
the Triumph, she had more skins when 
last reported. . 

As there are still four days ill the . 
Coast sealing season, no other schooners j 
of the fleet are looked for until at least I 
•i week, if not more from now. East i 
year the first schooner to return from 1 
the Coast cruise arrived on -May 4. 

CAR E.EESS BALLASTING. 

Blaine Placed Where It Belongs in One 
Instance by British Board of Trade. 

In a recent investigation by the board 
of trade on the loss of the British bark 
.Mod Tryvan, a tendency was shown to 
plaee the blame where it belonged. The 
Tryvan was lost in the English Channel, 
and 11 of her crew were drowned. The 
accident occurred January 11. The court 
that sat oil the ease decided the vessel 
was not sulljciently ballasted, and that 
proper shilling boards had not been put 
[,,,. The} found that the blame .rested 
with the master and one of the register- 
ed managers. It would be well if the 
laws were more severe in respect to bal- 
lasting. 

Negligence in taking a sufficient ctltan- 
titv of ballast and putting up proper 
shifting boards has been the cause of 
the loss of a good many ships, and those 
to blame have seldom been brought to 
account, for in the majority of instances 
in, one has been left to tell the .ale of 
the disaster which has arisen from the 
negligence in this matter. The vessels 
lo«t in the North Pacific during the past 
■winter-thc Andrnda, Bertha, Cape 
Wrath and Rathdown-havo all been in 
mil when reiiteiuriuiee was cumu- 
li them and the speculators were 
. i'ng up their chances of arrival, this 
■stion of ballast was one of the points 
which great attention was given. In- 
itigation slewed thai several of the 
ft which hnd come across from the 
ii-nt in ballast, to this coast had nar- 
v escapes on their way, and each time 
wm caused by the ballast. There is 
endeney on the part of some in this 
of close margins to build up profit j 
to slap in the dirt ballast and put up 
the frailest shifting boards, and when 
heavy weather is encountered these 
poorly— and insufficiently in many cases 
-ballasted vessels are thrown over on 
their beam and oft turn turtle, and no 
one heairs how they were lost.

Otter and Boscowitz from the North— 
I Will Sail North To-day. 

i There were two arrivals from Nans 
j and Northern ports yesterday morning. 

and there will probably be three ilepnr- 
j tores for the canneries, settlements ami 
camps of the northern province to-day. 
The Otter and Boscowitz reached port 
I yesterday morning, the former bringing 
I no passengers and the latter a small 
! number. Among them were A. McCul- 
loch, C. Rami, A. D. I>odds and W. D. 
Uutchius. Both steamers had a small 
cargo, for at present freight is all mov- 
ing the other way, and when they sail 
to-day they will take north good car- 
goes of cannery supplies and general 
merchandise for the canneries and way 
ports. The Otter is also to take a con- 
signment of powder to the SUeenn for 
the miners at wind; at the quartz mines 
at Kitschis* Caryin. Officers of the 
steamers report that activity prevails at 
all the canneries, making cans and pre- 
paring for the season's work. 

The Boscowitz will lake north a num- 
ber of both saloon and deck passengers, 
hut owing to the fnct that she :s carry- 
ing powder north, the Otter will not have 
passengers. The third steamer to sail, 
that is if she be made ready in time, is 
the stern wheeler llazeltoll, which will 
carry a full cargo from here to [Ia 7 eltou. 
She will be escorted to Fort Essington by 
the tug Chieftain, and after making a 
short slop at Essington, her only port 
of call, will go right up the river, begill- 
iug her service there at. once. 

TO SOUTHERN CONTINENT. 

Prospect of Bine Between Sound and 
British Columbia with South America. 

When the ste'.iincr Condor, which, by 
the way, is soon to come here again, 
with a cargo of nitre and sugar, was 
here last year, there was talk of a line 
to .South American ports, and now the 
establishment of such u line is again 
mooted, the promoter being E. II. Crif- 
liths, formerly manager of the Centen- 
nial. The line is to run between Seattle 
anil British Columbia and Central and 
South America. The steamer Bucking- 
ham, which some months ago brought 
sugar from Java to Vancouver, is char- 
tered to make the first trip next month, 
and arrangements arc being made with 
the British Columbia sugar refinery for 
her to bring hack a partial cargo of raw 
sugar from Acapulco. Two other steam- 
ers are to be secured for the route, ac-

This will be the new Admiral's lirst vis- 
it hit 'nlifornhi. ( 'omniittees on finances 
and arrangements were appointed. 

In addition to the water carni- 
val, which will be held on the evening of 
May li, there will be boat races between 
the Cuil ed States and Uritish sailors, 
launch races and other uequatic sports 
in Hie afternoon. 

Tile chamber of commerce has also ap- 
pointed a committee to make arrange- 
ments for a ball ill the evening ill honor 
of the naval officers. On Sunday a sa- 
cred concert will be given by the British 
and San Diego hands. 

THE PILOTAGE BOARD. 

Waterfront Discusses Changes Made in 
Bonrd of Pilotage Commissioners. 

The changes in the pilotage board were 
much discussed on the waterfront yes- 
terday, and although opinions were free- 
ly expressed, it was hard to discover 
reasons Cor the change, and until Sir 
Louis Davies gives details in answer to 
inquiries made at Ottawa, the reason 
which is understood to lie given by the 
government si anils, Hint is, the ab- 
sence from the city of Messrs. Rithot and 
Johnson for indefinite periods and tho 
advancing age of (.'apt. Lewis. In the 
old pilotage board there were five com- 
missioners, and lis only three new 'ones 
have been appointed to replace Messrs. 
R. P. Rithot, Capt. Lewis and M. T. 
Johnson, it is understood that .Messrs. 
Robt. Ward and 10. Crow Baker, the 
latter of whom is secretary of the board, 
retain their positions. The position of 
pilotage commissioner is an honorary one. 
no salary being attached to it, and the 
duty of the board is to hold investiga- 
tions into any trouble into which the 
pilots may get, such as stranding, etc.. 
and to look into complaints made, etc.

Inquiry at Ottawa Into Complaints Re- 
garding the Seizure. 

An inquiry is proceeding at Ottawa in- 
to the case of the Morap wrecking out- 
fit, which has been seized at Union. Col. 
Prior drew attention to the fact of the 
purchase of the wreck by the Morans, 
and asked -whether, under existing re- 
gulations, these Americans had tho 
right to do this -work, and whether it 
should not 1h> performed by Canadians. 
In reply the Premier stilted that a com- 
plaint liad been received in this connec- 
tion, and all details had been forwarded 
to the department of justice for an in- 
quiry into the facts leading to the com- 
plaint, and also that the law dealing with 
such questions might be correctly ascer- 
tained. It is altogether probable that 
when the question of the infraction of 
the customs regulations by the Morans 
has been settled, the violation of the 
alien labor law will receive attention.

Manitoba dairy butter lias been exhaust- 
ed and Manitoba creamery lias taken its 
place. 'The wholesale business situation 
at Winnipeg is healthy and the prospects 
for the balance of the season are prom- 
ising. As the spring advances outdoor 
operations show more activity and la- 
bor is better employed. The largo.num- 
bei'S of settlers coming' into the province 
will prove n good thing for business, ns 
will prove a good thing for business, as 
they will creat an improved demand for 
farm implements, building materials and 
all sorts of supplies. The seeding oper- 
ations have been going forward satisfac- 
torily nnd -with a good average crop of 
wheat, business in the West the coming 
fall should be very bright.

THE ESTIMATES. 

The Estimates for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1002, wero brought down 
yesterday, and the Finance Minister 
will make his budget speech on Mon- 
day. We shall not attempt to anticipate 
anything that he may .say, but only pre- 
sent elsewhere our customary compara- 
tive statement and generul summary. Tho 
most casual review of the figures is cal- 
culated to set the people of the prov- 
ince thinking, for they show how very 
serious a problem the government and 
legislature have to face in providing for 
the public service. In estimating the 
per capita grant from the Dominion, Mr. 
Turner puts the population of the prov- 
ince nt 150,000. The estimated exped- 
dittire thus reaches the large sum of $10 
per head, without allowing anything for 
suriplomentaries. And yet we venture to 
say that many localities In the province 
will think that they have not received 
all they are entitled to. We know that 
the promise in the Speech, that the es- 
timates would be framed with economy 
has been kept to the letter, but this is an 
enormous province, and it is impossible 
to keep expenses down. But if the ex- 
penditure is increasing, so also is the 
revenue. Mr. Turner feels able to esti- 
mate that in the next fiscal year he will 
have a revenue equal to $14 per head of 
the population. Of this large amount 
only $47-1,000 is direct taxation, that is 
not taking into account the tax on coal. 
This is n very moderate sum, being only 
about per capita. We are. therefore, 
not a heavily taxed people in British Co- 
lumbia, and it is very satisfactory to 
know tint the revenue always responds 
in sympathy with the carrying out of 
public works. We do not take a pessi- 
mistic view of the outlook. Quite the 
contrary; we are very hopeful indeed, 
and believe thai the province can well 
afford to carry on the public service at 
the present scale. We only desire lo 
direct attention to the fact thai the de- 
mands of the people for absolutely neces- 
sary expenditures are increasing with 
great rapidity. It is well to dismiss for 
a time the roseate anticipations in which 
a resident i>f ibis exceptionally rich 
province always feels :l temptation to in- 
dulge when thinking of public affairs, 
and contemplate the hard and not very 
attractive facts of the case. 

A Finance Minister in British Colum- 
bia has an exceedingly difficult task, lie 
has to meet a variety of expenditures 
which need never enter into the calcula- 
tions of such a minister in any of the 
other provinces. And thi.s is a matter 
which must be k< pi in mind by those 
persons who may be disposed lo make 
comparisons bet we n the estimates for 
this and the other provinces of Canada. 
A\'e pay in British Columbia out of the 
public treasury for- many services which 
in every other province are defrayed by 
the city, town or municipal corporations. 
Take the single item of Administration 
of Justice, which in its two branches 
amounts to f2!U,000. Ill every other 
province the greater pari of this expendi- 
ture would not appear in the estimates 
submitted to the legislature, for the 
reason that it is borne directly by the 
municipalities. So also as to education. 
A large share of the expense of this 
falls upon school districts in the other 
provinces. By and bye it will bo possi- 
ble in British Columbia to relievo the 
provincial government of the charge of 
these services, as the governments of 
the other provinces aro relieved. Mean- 
while the tusk of the Finance Minister 
will remain -an arduous oue. Mr. Turner 
appears tc. nave grappled with his in a 
courageous manner, and there will be 
very little adverse criticism to the long 
F.nd interesting statement which he has 
laid before the house. 



The statement made by Sir Louis 
Davies yesterday in regard to the fish- 
eries has one feature about it which is 
in a sense satisfactory, namely, his 
statement that the Dominion government 
will not upon any condition hand over 
tho interest in the fisheries to the prov- 
ince of British Columbia. This is sat- 
isfactory because it shows that there is 
no thoroughfare in that direction, and it 
is always a good thing to know what 
you cannot do. Wo may as well dismiss 
any idea of the province acquiring the 
rights of the Dominion, and confine our 
efforts to tho other aspects of the case. 
The purchase of the rights of the prov- 
ince by the Dominion is another mat- 
ter, and this still remains an open 
question coupled -"vith an understanding 
that something will be done. If Sir 
Wilfrid Lnurier is disposed to do tho 
fair thing by the province, ho will have 
an opportunity when he comes to take 
up this question with his Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries. 

There is nothing in Sir Ivotiis Davies' 
answer, as far as the telegraphic synop- 
sis of it goes, to indicate that the Do- 
minion authorities question the right of 
the provincial authorities to require fish- 
ermen to take out licenses. We think 
that if this right exists, it would matter 
j very little what the Minister might say. 
| But the object of imposing a provincial 'W 1 "- 
| license would be to get a fund to be ox- 
I ponded in the establishment of hatch- 
I eries, and it is material to know if the 
Department would throw any obstacles 
in the way of this being done. 

The present condition of the control 
Of the fisheries is giving the fanners 
' great anxiety. They arc not unreasonable 
men. They are ready and w illing lo pay 
for everything they want, but they seri- 
ously object to paying for it and not get- 
ting it. The Dominion government will 
lioi .nink of selling its interest to the 



come. Wo are not, altogether out of 
sympathy with those who advocated 
that there should bo ;no .organized festi- 
vities on tho Twenty-Fourth, but as the 
contrary view 6ee>ins to 'be the 'more 
popular, we shall <lo what we can to 
mako tho occasion a success, and hope 
that the Tespouse of the .public to the 
demand for money will too prompt and 
liberal. 



TAKE DOWN THE POLES. 



There is to bo a public mooting in the 
City Hall next Tuesday night to discuss 
tho removal -of tho electric light poles 
from Government street. This is not 
simply a meeting of tho property owners 
on till street, as some people seem To 
think, but a general meeting -of the citi- 
zens. We hope that tho action of the 
meeting will bo such as will persuade 
tho City Council to have the wires placed 
under ground. Tho city of Seattle is 
paving First Avenue, and it has been 
I determined to "bury the wires. The ald- 
j ormen there argue that, as the work will 
have to be done some time, the best time 
to do it is when the streut .is torn up, 
rather than after the permanent paving 
has been put down. When the first 
pavements wero hud in that city the 
wires were left above ground, but tile 
people linve learned from experience, and 
do not proposo to make that mistake 
It is said here that it would be 
a mistake to spend the additional amount 
on Government street when so much is 
needed for the streets in other parts of 
the city, but this argument ought to 
have little weight, for if it is allowed to 
influence the decision now, it will al- 
ways be a barrier to the work being 
lone, for there never will come a time 
whe n all parts of the city will not call 
for greater expenditure than can readily 
be made. To decide that the wires shall 
not be buried now is substantially lo say 
that they never shall be buried in the 
future on that street.

As far as the needs of the nrmy are 
concerned, it has already been shown 
that it would hardly be possible to exag- 
gerate the value of extended nursing 
knowledge among men. Would, then, 
the price to the civilian population of 
the wider employment of male nurses 
bo too great for it to pay for tho advan- 
tages which our military service would 
certainly reap? 

This is assuming a loss from tho em- 
ployment of soldiers in civilian hospitals; 
but to tho writer, to whom has unfortu- 
nately fallen a peculiarly wide personal 
experience of both men and women 
nurses, there seems that there can be 
little room for doubt but that, if only on 
grounds of sex similarity, far from there 
being a possibility of loss, there would 
he an overwhelming certainty of gain, 
especially in the additional opportunities 
of suitable employment that a more gen- 
eral nursing training would open out for 
time-expired soldiers. For general pur- 
poses, it is the writer's confirmed opinion 
than no arrangement can be bettor de- 
vised for securing the highest hospital 
efficiency than the system of male "nt- 
tendnnts for male patients, under the 
supervision of trained female superiors.

Above all, it is tho nice-minded men, 
not the brutes, who suffer moist when 
they hoar a woman exposed to the in- 
sults of the exceptional blackguards, a 
certain percentage of whom an to be. 
found everywhere. No greater torture 
can ho imagined than that a ma;, can 
suffer when compelled to lie still while 
women are being; bullied, and to be for- 
bidden by medical exigencies to apply 
tho only suitable argument t} :h.< eni- 
prit — tho argument of. the fist. 

But it is not needful to suppose the 
existence of wilful vice; there are con- 
ditions in illness on the borderland of 
sanity and delirium in the presence of 
which the position of women surrounded 
by male patients may easily become in- 
tolerable. This is no mere imaginative 
idea. Not long ago, in one of the LoV 
don hospitals, the conduct of a patient 
became so bad that the house doctor 
ordered his expulsion. In consequence 
the man died, and all the annoyance 
and anxiety of an inquest rusalttj, Yr-t 
tho doctor had only done wnat «uy i tier 
man would have done under tho circum- 
stances.

TO STUDY OCEAN 

PLANT LIFE 



prof. Mac,Vlillan of Minnesota 
Arranging for Port Ren- 
frew Station. 



The Minnesota State Seaside Station 
for the study of ocean plant life, a brief 
account of which was given some time 
ago by the Colonist, is again brontmt to 
the attention of the public through the 
iirrival in the city of I'rof. Conway Mac- 
Millan, of the Minnesota State Univer- 
sity, Minneapolis. Prof. MacMillan, who 
is the prime mover and in fact the orig- 
inator of the idea to establish a station 
on the Pacific Coast, is at the Driurd, 
having arrived by the C. 1'. It. from 
the East and readied the city on the 
Charmer last evening. 

To the Colonist, when approached, 
Prof. MacMillan gave some interesting 
particulars of the work which is hoped 
To be accomplished by the institution, 
lie said the project was in the hands of 
a stock company, foi the convenience of 
business arrangements, and many other 
scientists besides those of tile Minnesota 
University were interested. There 
would be a party of 30 or -10 which 
would be all that would spend the sum- 
mer here the first year, and they would 
arrive early in .Tune. They would start 
from Minneapolis m two special cans 
and they would all come direct to Vic- 
toria, and after spending a few days here 
would proceed to Port Renfrew, where 
tho season's work would be commenced 
at once. 

It is to look after the details of the 
arrangements being made for the accom- 
modation of the party that Prof. Mac- 
Millan is here. There is being erected 
on a plot of land secured and cleared for 
the purpose, a laboratory and boarding 
bouse, and he desired to see for himself 
and ensure that all was in completeness 
and practical order. The building is be- 
ing erected to accommodate Mi people, 
as there will be at i?ast that many an- 
other year.

As to the objects of the institution he 
said it was nut much for education to 
students as for research by those who 
were already specialists in various lines, 
and strange as ii might seem that the 
interests of agriculture and horticulture 
could be advanced by a study of ocean 
plant life, yet that was largely what tho 
ultimate objeel of the station resolved 
itself to. lie explained this in brief 
terms, thai of the nature of tin- many 
intricate pi' 'sses of growth and de- 
velopment in plain life, such for instance 
as hybridization, ii was necessary in 
land plants to investigate, and then the 
knowledge obtained was limited. In 
many forms of ocean life, the processes 
were so elemental that

of the knowledge obtained was a se- 
quence. The object was thus not so 
much to make collections of plants as 
to observe and study the actual prog- 
ress. Marine vegetation and coastal con- 
ditions were also a favorable field to en- 
large the sphere of observation of those 
whose work lay inland. 

The selection of this point was on ac- 
count of the fact that Puget Sound is 
famous as one of tho wealthiest fields 
of marine vegetation known in the world 
There are only two others which com- 
pare with it, the Japan Sea and the Flor- 
ida Keys, 'the idea of a station is not 
a new thing even on the Pacific Coast, 
as the Leland Stanford University, of 
California, lias one on the lower coast 
of that state. In the East there are 
several and there is also one in the Bay 
of Naples, in Europe, maintained by the 
Herman universities. Another is locat- 
ed at. Plymouth, England, and one on 
Heligoland, which is maintained chiefly 
by the Saxon government. The selection 
of Port Renfrew has its advantages in 
that it gives ready access to the oi>en 
ocean fields as well as the waters of 
Puget. Sound. The gentlemen who have 
organized the station have appropriated 
for the purpose of printing the papers 
and reports of the results, a considerable 
num. nnd it is expected that the biological 
literature of both botany and /.oology 
will be greatly enriched by the work that 
will be accomplished tit this first sta- 
tion on the North Pacific Coast. The 
ndvantage of being on the Canadian 
side is that it gives the "gentlemen the 
I opportunity of gaining the co-operation 
of Canadian as well as American uni- 
versities. This station and its work will 
he Hie first of the kind attempted by the 
scientists of the inland universities. 

Among those who will attend arc spe- 
cialists from a number of states, includ- 
ing Colorado, Nebraska, Iowa and the 
liakotas, as well as Minnesota, and the 
Empire of Japan will be represented by- 
two Japanese scientists from Tokio who 
arc to join the party here. Our own 
i'rof. Fletcher, Dominion entomologist, 
has also written Prof. MacMillan that 
he is coming to take pnrt in the work. 
The site of the station is four or five 
miles from the little harbor of San Juan 
and to facilitate reaching it the govern- 
ment has promised assistance in cutting 
a road from tin' port. Prof. MacMillan 
will be in the city till the boat leaves 
for the Wesl Coast, and then will return 
to Minneapolis, after visiting the station 
and inspecting the work.

Dickie bad tlie place examined by a 
thoroughly competent mining engineer, 
and as a result of his report, a company 
has been formed with more than enough 
money to curry out the work to a suc- 
cessful termination, in fact all the shares 
have been sold. The idea of the com- 
pany is to carry the water right over 
tjhc pool by means of a flume, which will 
run 1,500 feel up the stream and shorter 
ones to carry the water of the Sooke 
and Wolf rivers. This done, powerful 
centrifugal pumps will be put to work 
to pump out. the water remaining ni the 
pool. That this can be done Mr. Dickie 
no doubt. Some years ago a similar 
scheme was tried, but. the opera tors only 
had a band pump. Witli this they low- 
ered tin- water ipiite perceptibly, so u is 
a certainty that the pool can be drained 
with the 'more powerful pump, one in 
fact, which will have a capacity of 700 
gallons -a minute.

bec. In the opinion of those "who are not 
directly interested the partisans of Que- 
bec had rather the lu st of the argument. 

Pressure upon the government to in- 
crease Hie expenditure for military pur- 
poses is growing stronger year by year. 
Representations along this lino are heard 
with a sympathetic ear by the present 
Minister of Militia with the result that 
provision is being made for armories, 
rifle ranges, mounted infantry corps, 
rifle clubs and all the other accessories 
useful for training men for war. In the 
midst of all this the complaint is heard 
that the average citizen cannot he got 
to take very much interest in the sub- 
ject. Business men will hang out their 
flags when British arms win a victory, 
but it is another matter -when their em- 
ployees want to take a couple of weeks 
off in summer in order to go into camp. 
Tito men themselves cannot be got to 
take soldiering seriously. They attend 
the annual drill once ami then drop out, 
despite the fact that they have been 
sworn in for three years. The obligations 
of military service do not impress them 
as being serious. Such at any rate is 
the complaint of the numerous colonels 
■who occupy seats in the House of Com- 
mons. The views of the privates have 
not been stated. One colonel wdio is on 
the retired list has gone so for as to 
suggest that the period of annual drill 
should be made 10 days instead of 12. 
If it is difficult to get men out under 
present conditions, it would be doubly 
difficult to induce them to leave their 
homes and work for the extra four days. 
Even the institution of an annual drill, 
as distinguished from ft drill every three 
or four years, has not yet received very 
much general public approval, and there 
are indications that it will be quite a suf- 
ficient strain upon the patience of those 
who are not military enthusiasts. One 
improvement is being made in the Can- 
adian military system which will proba- 
bly meet with general approval. Tho 
government lias decided to provide pen- 
sions for the staff officers and officers and 
men of tho permanent military force. 
This is to be done on a pretty large scale, 
and will involve considerable expense, 
but it is fair enough that men who have 
served their country for years should 
receive some consideration. 

Mr. Madore hns again brought forward 
Hie bill which hi' has presented for two 
or three sessions to prevent usury. It 
is aimed at a class of men in the larger 
•cities wdio take advantage of the neces- 
sities of people in comparatively narrow 
circumstances and lend them money at 
exorbitant rates of interest. Mr. Ma- 
dore proposes 1o provide a remedy for 
this state of affairs by giving the courts 
power to decide w hat is fair in such 
cases without regard to the actual terms 
of the contract. The general principle 
-of the measure is meeting with a good 
deal of opposition, nnd its final passage is 
by no means certain. An interesting 
phase of human nature was presented 
before the banking and commerce com- 
mit tee when the bill was up for discus- 
sion, flontlemen appeared then? and tes- 
tified that they were in the habit of lend- 
ing money in small sums at the rate of 
Ti percent a month or more. They appear- 
ed to have no iden that they were en- 
gaged in anything but a thoroughly re- 



putable business and they admitted with- 
out hesitation that their occupation is 
very profitable. There are no doubt many 
eases in which a high rate of interest for 
a small sum for a short time is a per- 
fectly legitimate transaction, ami it 
seems difficult to frame ;t law which will 
take care of the money sharks and at 
the same time not interfere witlt fair 
commercial transactions. 

A pleasing incident of the week was 
the presentation by the Conservatives of 
a silver service to Mr. Clare, of South 
Waterloo, on the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of his wedding. The presentation 
was made in room No. (i, which is flic 
home of the Conservative members dur- 
ing the scssicn. The speech of the oc- 
casion was made by Mrs. Borden, wife 
of the leader, v do. in well-chose;: lan- 
guage extended her congratulations to 
Mr. flare. She is a lady id' excellent 
ability, ami is showing herself a splen- 
did helpmeet to her husband in his new 
position. 

Complaints, well founded, are being 
made at tlui number of buildings which 
are being rented in Ottawa for depart- 
mental purposes, and at the rent which 
is being paid therefor. It is needless to 
say that the landlords are in all cases 
staunch supporters of the Liberal par- 
ty. They arc being paid for their prem- 
ises an amount which yields them an av- 
erage of about 211 per cent, mi their in- 
vestments. In addition they arc freed 
from all local taxes because, under the 
British .North America Act, the munici- 
palities cannot tax buildings which are 
used for the purposes of the Dominion 
government. The city thus finds a 
large amount of valuable property with- 
drawn from its assessment roll, and the 
burden of other citizens is correspond- 
ingly increased. Xo remedy for this 
state of affairs is ill sight, and Ottawa 
will just have to put up with it for the 
present at .any rate. A suggestion has 
been made that the landlords, though 
not the government, should remain liable 
for municipal taxes. Mr. Tnrte says this 
would be an excellent idea, but he is not 
iloing anything towards having it carried 
into effect. 



NEW YORK EXCHANGE. 

Stock Brokers Will Move From the Old 
Quarters To-Day. 

New York, April 20.— The stock ex- 
change galleries were crowded to-day 
because it was to bo tho last day's ses- 
sion in the old building which has been 
used by the exchange so many years. 
To-morrow will be a holiday on the ex- 
change, to give a chance to move fur- 
niture and fixtures to the temporary 
quarters engaged in the Produce Ex- 
change.

Law Trouble's Over the Consolidation of 
Big Companies. 

New York. April 20.— Legal steps have 
been taken to prevent the contemplated 
consolidation of the Boston it Montana 
and the Butte & Boston Copper Com- 
panies with the Amalgamated Copper 
Company. A tempornrj injunction was 
granted by Yice-Chaneellor Pitney in 
Jersey City restraining the Amalgamated 
Copper Company from purchasing the 
control of the stocks of the two compan- 
ies until the full terms of the proposed 
deal shall be disclosed to the stock- 
holders. The order is returnable on 
May 0, when a hearing will take place 
at Jersey City, at which the officials of 
the Amalgamated Copper Company will 
be called on to show cause why the in- 
junction should not be made permanent. 

Butte. April 20.— A special to the 
Miner from Helena says: "The Su- 
preme court has denied the petition of 
United Slates Senator William A. Clark 
and 0. W. Clark to be allowed to with- 
draw from the bond of the Montana Ore 
Purchasing Company, of which F. A. 
Hein/.e is the principal owner, in the suit 
of the latter against the Amalgamated 
Copper Company. The court dismissed 
the petition 'for the reason that the facts 
stated in said petition are not sufficient 
to warrant the relief demand, or any re- 
lief, or to invoke any action in the pre- 
mises.' The bond amounted to about 
$1,000,000." 

BA N K SUSPENSION. 

Had Showing in Affairs of Whatcom 
Sea ndanaviiin- American. 

Whatcom, April 2.~i. — Under order of 
the court. Keceiver Muir, of the Scan- 
dinavian-American Bank this afternoon 
filed a report of its affairs which lays 
bare a system of reckless banking oper- 
ations. According to the report the 
bank';) president. II. St. John, whose 
true name is Dix, borrowed its entire 
deposits and .?S,000 of its capital on his 
unsecured notes. Other officers are the 
bank's debtors to the extent of $1,200. 

The capital stock of the Scandinavian- 
American bank was $23,000. Of the 2o0 
shares. President St. John held 207 and 
Cashier Oleson 15. The bank's nominal 
assets are $31,770. Of this over $24,000 
are unsecured notes of its president. In 
giving tlie total deposits at $10,442, the 
report says: 

"This does not include deposits issued 
to St. John, apparently without value 
and which the bank was in the practice 
of issuing to him without consideration 
to enable li I in to raise money on them 
by arrangement with other banks. In 
addition the bank owes other banks 
about $4,000." 

Among other things the receiver claims 
that; the books were falsified, $24,000 be- 
ing carried as cash in the vault, which 
was never there. President St. John, 
of the bank, is at present in London. The 
bank president's proper name is If. St. 
John Dix. He went under the name 
of II. St. John here. JTis father, lie 
claims, is an English aristocrat and his 
brother one of the secretaries of the Bri- 
tish embassy at Washington.

Competent observers believe that th" 
worst i lass of Chinese are only wafting the 
withdrawal of Che foreign troops to resume 
the campaign of extermination against the 
native Christians. The Boxers who are 
reported active In these districts, are com- 
posed of the worst characters In tlie pro- 
vince. They prefer brigandage to honest 
Inhor, and they are reinforced by people 
rendered desperate by being driven from 
their homes by having I heir horses and 
cattle seized liy foreigners, and In many 
eases hy l.efug compelled to witness the 
killing uf t heir kinsmen without provoca- 
tion. 

The evil appears to lie growing. No doubt 
Hie slate nf affairs is much worse that 11 
was throe months asu and it must continue 
to grew worse so long as the allies full to 
fnrm an etTte'ent government or to allow 
the Chinese to deal with the- situation in 
their own way. 



f.'lt WHY SMULTEK. 

Construct inn of Additional Works to 
Begin Within Three Weeks. 

The work of grading for the building 
in the proposed enlargement of the 
Oranhy smelter is now about three- 
quarters finished, says the Grand Porks 
Gazette, nnd it is expected that the con- 
tracts for the buildings will be let and 
construction well under way inside tire 
next three weeks. 

The new buildings will cover consider- 
ably more space than those already in 
use, nnd the cost of erecting them will 
be almost equal to the amount already 
expended in tlie construction of rhe 
plant. All the new structures will be 
of steel, the mnterints being now on the 
wav from the East. 

The new machinery will he hero by tho 
time tie buildings are ready, and it is 
probable Hint the entire plant will he in 
operation by the 1st of September. 

At the works proper everything ia 
going along smoothly, ami the Ironside 
and Knob Hill ores, sire passing through 
the furnaces like melted butter through 
a hot colander. There seems to be only 
one limit to the capacity of tho plant, 
and Hint is the limit of the ore which 
can be handled by the force employed. 
Something hotter than 000 tons is being 
smelted every day, with occasional spurts 
up to considerably over this figure. 

Tho establishment of a quarnntinn 
against Phoenix has not disturbed the 
shipment of ore. as anyone with a certifi- 
cate can pass through, and the trains 
carrying ore are being operated as usual. 

Onlv a little ore is coining in from 
outside nropertios at present, the Hum- 
ming Bird being barred from shipping 
by the condition of the wagon roads, and 
tiio Republic mines having shut off for 
the time being. The properties of, the 
syndicate, 'however, can furnish nil fhe 
ore wanted for some time, and eHsfder- 
ahly increase their output at any t-mo it 
may he so desired.

Perhaps every honesi, littlo boy who 
wishes to turn an honest penny and turn 
it quick does not know that there is $10 
waiting till the time for the person who 
is the means of securing the- conviction 
of any one caught stealing copies of this 
journal from the doorsteps of the sub- 
scribers in tho early hours of morning. 

It is a frequent matter of complaint 
that many subscribers lose their morn- 
ing paper by the practice some bad little 
boys, and big ones too, have of going 
round eurly, just after the delivery of 
the paper, and before any one in the 
house is abroad and picking tip the copy 
which the carrier has thrown nicely foul- 
ed on the front step.

Frederick I'lump has gone to the peni- 
tentiary for a term of six years, and 
as with good behaviour, he may reduce 
this sentence to five years, it is consider- 
ed that this man of many robberies has 
been most leniently dealt with. Yester- 
day morning he was brought before Mr. 
Justice Drake to elect, and choosing a 
speedy trial, was indicted then and there 
on the four charges which had been pre- 
ferred against him by the police. He 
pleaded guilty in every instance, and on 
the three charges of housebreaking and 
burglary he was sentenced to five years 
on each charge, the sentences to run 
concurrently, and an additional year was 
given him on the charge of cutting ami 
wounding, a much lighter sentence than 
would have been given him had the 
charge not been amended as it was from 
that of attempted murder, 

I'lump, a German, 3(i years of age, 
who has been in the "employ of fclie C. 
I'. X. Co. as a deck hand, watchman, 
quartermaster and second mate, for 
eleven years and a half, says that drink 
is responsible for his crimes. When he 
gets a few drinks he says he does not 
know what he is doing and all the rob- 
beries were done while he was intoxicat- 
ed. Lie says he cannot remember any- 
thing of tin' details of them afterwards. 
He h:is never, ho says, endeavoreil to 
dispose of the goods stolen, other than 
in one instance, when ho gave a diam- 
ond ring to a Chatham street woman on 
tho understanding that he was only bor- 
rowing money op it, and was to redeem 
it. He would have returned the goods 
stolen when he heeauiP sober, but this 

would have 1 n to make matters worse. 

and fearing thai anyone would see them, 
he hid them away on the steamer and 
at bis house. The burglaries, he says, 
have never done him any good, for al- 
though at risk at times, to get the goods, 
he never attempted to .sell them. He 
could' not think what it could be that 
led him to commit the crimes, for he 
never thought of any such thing while 
sober, and never had he drawn a knife 
before in his life until the cutting and 
wounding of the Hordes. Drink, he 
says, created a mania for theft, and I culth 
when ho was intoxicated, he did not I that 
know what, he was doing;. When he 
got the stolen goods home, he did not let 
his wire see them but slowed them away 
in a room out of sight. 

Plump says that he was alone in most 
of the burglaries, but claims that in two 
instances he was influenced and aided \ top o 
by a man named Jacobsen, a Scuiulin- I an id 
avian, who was well dressed, but prob- 
ably a sea-faring man. This man had 
cone with him when the Raymond's 
house on Springfield avenue was robbed, 
and had entered that house.
